wittily invokes :

On the other fide, fame who have had very 
little human learning f , but were endued with 
a large Jhare of natural' wit and parts, have be- 
come the moft celebrated poets of the age they liv- 
ed in. But as thefe laft are, rarae-aves in ter- 
ris ; y3 wheh the mufes have not difdained the 
ajpftances of other arts and faiences ^ we are

then bleffed with thofe lofting monuments of ivt. 
and learnings which may juftly claim a kind of 
eternity upon earth. And our author y had his 
modefty permitted him^ mighty with Horace^ 
have faidy 

Exegi monumentum acre perennius ; 

Or^ with Ovid, 

Jamque opus exegi, quod nee Jovis ira, nee ignis. 
Nee potent ferrum, nee edax abolere vetuftas. 

The author of this celebrated poem was of this 
lafl compofition ; /ir, although he had not the hap- 
pinefs of an academical educationy as feme affirm^ 
it may be perceived^ throughout his whole poem, 
that he had read muchy and was very well accom^ 
plifhed in the moft ufeful parts of human learn- 
ing. 

Ra.pin, in his reflections, fpeaking of the ne- 
cejfary qualities belonging to a poety tells usy he 
muft have a genius extraordinary ; great^ natu- 
ral gifts ; a wity jufly fruitfuly piercing, folidy 
and univerfal ; an underftandingy clear and di- 
ftin^ ; an imagination y neat and pleafant ; an 
elevation offouly that depends not only on art or 
ftudyy but is purely a gift of heaven y which muft 
he fuftained ly a lively fenfe and vivacity ; judg- 
ment io'conftder wifely of things y and vivacity for 
the beautiful expreffion of theniy etc. 

Now how juftly this charaSfer is due to our 
author y I leave to the impartial reader y and thofe

cf nicer judgments y ivho had the happlnefs to he 
more intimately acquainted with him. 

The reputation of* this incomparable poem is Jb 
thoroughly efiablijhed in the world j that it would 
be fuperJJuGus y if not impertinent y to endeavour 
any panegyric upon it. King Charles II. whom 
the judicious part of mankind will readily acknow^ 
lege to be afb-vereign judge of wit ^ was fo great 
an admirer of ity that he would often pkafantly 
quote it in his converjation : however y fince mofi 
men have a curiofity to havejbme account ofjuch 
anonymous authors y ivhoje compofitions have been 
eminent for ivit or learning ; I have been dejired 
to oblige them ivith Juch informations y as I could 
receive from thofh ivho had the happinefs to be ac- 
quainted -with himy and alfo to re6lify the mi/lakes 
of the Oxford antiquary y in his Athenae Oxoni* 
cnfcs, concerning him.

A U T H O R s L I F R 

SAMUEL BUTLER, the author of this 
excellent poem, was born in the parifh of 
Strenftiam, in the_ county of Worcefter, 
and baptized there the i 3th of February 1 612. 
His fadier, who was of the fame name, was an 
honeft country farmer, who had fome finall e- 
ftate of his own, but rented a much greater of 
the lord of the manor where he lived. However, 
pcrcciviiig in this fon^n early inclination to learn- 
ing, he made a ftiift to have him educated in the 
free-fchool at Worcefter, under Mr. 'Henry 
Bright ; . where, having paft the ufual time, and 
bang become an excellent fchool-fcholar, he went 
for fome little time to Cambridge, but was never 
matriculated into that univerfity, his father's abi- 
lities not i>eing fuffident to be at the charge of 
an academical education ; fo that our author re- 
tamed foon intp his native country, and became 
clcik to one Mr. JefFerys of Earls-Croom, an 
eminent juftice of the peace for that county, 
widi whom he lived (bme years, in an eafy and 
no contemptible fervice. Here, by the indulgence 
of a kind mafter, he had fufficient leifurc to ap- 
ply himfelf to whatever learning his incjj^ations 
led him, which .were chiefly hiftory and poe- 
try ; to which, for his divcrfion he joined mufic 
and painting ; and I have Teen fome piftures, 
laid to be of his drawing, which remained in that

family ; which I mention, not for the excellency 
of them, but to fatisfy the reader of his early 
inclinations to that noble art ; for which alfo he 
was afterwards entirely beloved by Mr. Salnuel 
Cooper, one of the mofl eminent painters of his 
time. 

He was, after this, recommended to that great 
cncourager of learning, Elizabeth countefs of Kent, 
where he had not only thp opportunity to confult 
all manner of learned books, but to converfe alfb 
with that living library of learning, the great 
Mr. Selden. » 

Our author lived fome time alfo with Sir 
Samuel Luke, who was of an ancient family in 
Bedfdrdfhire ; but, to his difhonour, a!i eminent 
commander under the ufurper Oliver Cromwell ; 
and then it was, as I am informed, he compofed 
this loyal poem. For though fate, more than 
choice, feems to have placed him in the fervice 
of a knight fo notorious, both in' his perfon and 
politics, yet, by the rule of contraries, one may 
obferve throughout his whole poem, that he was 
mofl orthodox, both in his religion and loyalty. 
And I am the more induced to believe he wrote 
it about that time, beeaufe he had then the op- 
portunity to converfe with thofe living charafters 
of rebellion, nonfenfe, and hypocrify, which he 
(b lively and pathetically expofes throughout the 
whole work. 

After the reftoration of king Charles U. thofe j 
who were at the helin, minding money more 
than merit, our jauthor found thofe verfes of 
Juvenal to be exaftly verified in hinafelf : 
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Hand facile emergtmty quorum virtutibus obftat^ 
Res angujia domi ■•■ 

And being endued with that mnate modefty, 
which rarely finds promotion in princes courts ; 
he became fecretary to Richard earl of Carbury, 
lord prefidcnt of the principality of Wales, who 
made him fteward of Ludlow-caftle, when the 
court there was revived. About this time, he 
married one Mrs. Herbert, a gentlewoman of a 
very good family, but no widow, as our Ox- 
ford antiquary has reported : fhe had a compe- 
tent fortune, but it was moft of it unfortunately 
loft, by being put out on ill fecurities, fo that 
it was little advantage to him. He is reported, by 
our andquary, to have been fecretary to his grace 
I George duke of Buckingham, when he was chan- 
cellor to the univerfity of Cambridge ; but whe- 
ther that be true or no, it is certain, the duke 
had a great kindnefs for him, and was often a be- 
nefaftor to him. But no man was a more gene- 
rous friend to him, than that Mecaenas of all 
learned and witty men, Charles lord Buckhurft, 
the late earl of Dorfet and Middlefex, who, be- 
ing himfelf an excellent poet, knew how to fet a 
juft value upon the ingenious performances of o- 
thers, and has often taken care privately to relieve 
and fupply the neceflities of thofe, whofe modefty 
would endeavour to conceal them ; of which our 
author was a fignal inftance, as feveral others 
have been, who are now living. In fine, the in- 
tegrity of his life, the acutenefs of his wit, and 
eafinefs of his converfation, had rendered him 
moft acceptable to all men ; yet he prudently a- 
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voided multiplidty of acquaintance^ and wifely 
chofe fuch only whom Ms difcerning judgment 
could diftinguifh, as Mr. Cowley cxprefles it. 
From the great vulgar or the fmalL 
And having thus lived to a good old age^ ad- 
mired by all, though perfonally known to few;, 
he departed this life in the year 1 680, and was 
buried at the charge of his good friend Mr. L— vil 
of the T— pie, in the yard bdonpng to the 
church of St. Paul, Covent-Garden, at the Weft- 
end of the faid yard, on the North-fide, under 
the wall of the faid church, and under that wall 
which parts the yard from the common highway. 
And fince he has no monument yet fet up for 
him, give me leave to borrow his epitaph from 
that of Michael Drayton the poet, as the author 
of Mr. Cowley's has partly done before me. 

Jnd though no monument can claim 
To be the treafurer of thy name ; 
This work, 'which ne*er will dicy Jhall he 
An everlajiing monument to thee. 

The charafters of tliis poem are for the moft 
part obvioiis, even to the meaneft pretenders to 
learning or hiftory ; nor can fcarce any one be 
fo ignorant, as not to know, that the chief dcfign 
thereof is a fatire againft thofe incendiaries of 
church and ftate, who, in the late rebellion, un- 
der pretence of religion, murdered the beft of I 
kings, to introduce the worft of governments ; ' 
deftroyed the beft of churches, that hypocrify, 
novelty, and nonfenfe, might be predominant 
among us ; and overthrew our wholefome laws 
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and can{iitutioxis> to make way for their blefled 
anarchy and confiifion, which at laft ended in 
tyranny. But fince, according to the proverb. 
None are Jo blind as they that will not fee s 
fo thofe who arc not refolved to be in^dndbly 
^oranty I refer, for their farther fatisfaftion, 
to the hiftories of Mr. Fowfis of Prefbytery, 
and Mr. T^alker of Independency ; but more 
efpedaliy to that incomparable hiftory lately 
publKhed, -wrote by Edward earl of Clarendon, 
wiaich are fiiffident to fatisfy any unbiafled 
peribn, that his general charafters are not fidti- 
tious: and I could heartily wiih thefe times 
were (b reformed, that they were not applica- 
able to fome even now living. However, there 
bdng feveral particular perfons reflefted on, 
which are not commonly known, and fome 
old ftories and uncouth words which want ex- 
plication, we have diought fit to do that right 
to their menaories, and for the better informa- 
don of the lefs learned readers, to explain 
diem in fome additional annotations at the end 
of this edition. 

How often the imitation of this poem has 
been attempted, and with how litde fuccefs, I 
leave the readers to judge: in the year 1663, 
there came out a (purious book, called, The fe- 
cond part of Hudibras ; which is reflefted upon 
by our author, under the charafter of Whacum, 
towards the latter end of his fecond part* . Af- 
terwards came out the Dutch and Scots Hudi- 
bras, Buder*s Ghoft, the Occafional Hypocrite, 
and fome odiers of die fame nature, which. 
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compared with this, (Virgil's Travefty excepted] 
deferve only to be condemned ad ficum et pi* 
perem ; or, if you pleafe, to more bafe and fer- 
vile offices. 

Some vain attempts have been likewife made 
to tranflate fome parts of it into Latin, but 
how far they fall ftiort of that fpirit of the En- 
glifh mt, I leave the meaneft capacity, that un- 
derftands them, to judge. The following Si- 
miles I have heard were done by the learned 
Dr. Harmer, once Greek profeflbr at Oxon.

tent with the following copy, which the inge- 
nious Mr. Aubrey affures me he had from the 
author himfelf.

The Oxford antiquary afcribes to our au- 
thor two pamphlets, fuppofed faUly, as he fays, 
to be William Pryn*s; the one intitled, Mo la 
Jfinaria : ^ Or, The unreafonable and infupport" 
able burthen f prejfed upon the Jhoulders of this 
groaning nation, etc. London, 1 659, in one 
ftieet quarto. The other, two Letters, one 
from John Audland, a Qiiaker, to Will. Pryn ; 
the other Pryn's anfwer ; in three flieets in fo- 
lio, 1672. . 

I have alfo feen a fmall poem, of one fbeet 
in quarto, on Du Vail, a notorious highway- 
man, faid to be wrote by our author ; but how 
truly, I know riot.

This (cA made their chief good to confift 
b a icdateneis of mind, exempt from all paifions ; in regu- 
hiiog their opinions, and moderating their pallions, which 
they called ^/tfjria znd Metriopbathia, and in fbfpcn ding their 
jfld^nent 10 regard to good and evil, truth or fal(hood, which 
they called Epochi. Sextus Empiricus, who lived in the fe- 
f«id century, under the emperor Antoninus Pius, writ ten 
books ijainft the mathematicians or aftrologcrs, and three 
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Knew more than forty of them do 
As far as words and terms could go.
